Jockey injured 


An accident at the Fort Erie Race Track has left a horse dead and a rider suffering from a broken femur, track officials said 
Tuesday. During the seventh race on Monday, Stormy Keeper, ridden by jockey Regina Sealock, fell at the quarter pole. As 
a result of the fall, the 3-year-old horse owned by Knowlton Ridge Equestrian Centre was euthanized. Sealock, a winner 
of 772 career races, was taken by ambulance to Greater Niagara General Hospital, lissa Blowe, manager of media and 
marketing at the track, said these types of incidents are rare in Fort Erie. "I've been here for three years and we haven't 
had an injury like this," she said on Tuesday. Sealock was to act as the ambassador for the upcoming Circle the Course 
for Cancer and COPE event to be held Sunday and will no longer be able to take part.

Reader wants answers about government's plans for horse racing 


Dear Editor,

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Funding boost for 
Palliative Care ward at 
Douglas Memorial

For the first time ever, the 
Douglas Memorial Site will 
have a dedicated palliative 

Recently, representatives 
from the Niagara Health 
System Foundation and the 
Douglas Memorial Hospital 
Foundation announced a 
$500,000 funding boost 
inside what will be the Fort 
Erie site's new palliative care 
and complex care area. 

"We're creating a better 
environment. We wanted to 
make it so all of our care 
would be provided on one 
floor," said NHS interim 
president and CEO Sue 
Matthews. 

As of now, patients are 
split between the first and 
second floor making it diffi¬ 
cult for the nursing staff to 
consult with one another 
and for patients to access 
different rooms. 

What used to be the obstet¬ 
rics wing will become the 
new home to 46 complex 
and palliative care beds, a 
family room, a new physio¬ 
therapy gym, recreational 
space for people to relearn 
basic living skills and an 
occupational therapy room. 

"Dedicated palliative care 
rooms are very important to 
patients and their families," 


said Wendy Robb, NHS 
health program director, 
pointing out the new rooms 
will be furnished with La-Z- 
Boy reclining chairs for fam¬ 
ily members to stay the night, 
new refrigerators, micro- 
waves, and lighting to help 
create a "home-like environ- 

Patients will also benefit 
from a better heating and 
ventilation system. 

The NHS Foundation and 
the Douglas Memorial 
Hospital Foundation are 
both contributing $175,000 
and the NHS is providing the 
remaining $150,000. 

Robb said she's hoping for 
the wing to be open within 
six months. 

"Our community support¬ 
ers have donated generously 
to this initiative and we are 
looking forward to watching 
this transformation take 
shape," said Douglas 
Memorial Hospital 
Foundation chairman Paul 
Fell. 

The palliative care pro¬ 
gram is driven by lead physi¬ 
cian Dr. Kim Scher. 

Complex care is a special¬ 
ized, time-limited program 
providing patients with cer¬ 
tain medical conditions who 
require a hospital stay with 
ongoing, onsite assessment 
and care with a goal to 
enhance health and quality 
of life. 


Palliative care is intended 
to comfort and support indi¬ 
viduals living with life-end¬ 
ing illnesses. 

Renovations have already 
started with a wheelchair 
accessible shower room 
being completed earlier this 
year and a separate sun- 
room project was completed 
this summer on the first
